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A  Hint  To  Churches 

A  recent  Associated  Press  dis- 
pach  states  that  wholesale  prices 
as  measured  by  the  Government 
reached  their  highest  level  of  the 
year  last  month.  We  call  this  to 
the  attention  of  churches  as  tliey 
prepare  their  budgets.  In  other 
words,  the  pastors’  salaries  should 
go  up  in  proportion. 
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The  Church  Clerk 

Thousands  of  church  clerks  will 
soon  be  performing  one  of  their 
most  important  duties — preparing 
the  “annual  letter”  to  the  associa¬ 
tion.  This  requires  the  coopera¬ 
tion  of  the  pastor,  the  church 
treasurer,  and  the  secretaries  of 
the  Sunday  School,  Training 
Union,  Brotherhood,  and  W.  M.  U. 
It  is  important  that  this  record 
be  accurate,  since  the  statistical 
information  provided  by  both  the 
state  ^ind  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention  is  dependent  on  the 
record  submitted  by  the  church 
clerk. 

In  the  days  before  printing,  it 
was  the  task  of  the  church  clerk 
to  keep  the  Scripture  portions 
which  were  available.  Today  there 
is  an  abundance  of  Bibles,  but  the 
work  of  the  church  clerk  continues 
to  be  of  importance  to  the  life 
of  the  church  and  in  writing 
church  history. 

When  a  questionnaire  was  sent 
to  1,000  church  clerks  asking  them 
what  they  considered  to  be  their 
duties,  400  answers  were  returned. 
The  suggested  duties  for  church 
clerks,  according  to  this  survey, 
were  as  follows: 

1.  Keep  rolls  of  church. 

2.  Record  new  members  by 
letter. 

3.  Record  members  received 
for  baptism  and  date  baptized. 

4.  Request  letters  from  other 
churches. 

5.  Send  letters  to  other  churches 
when  granted. 

6.  Keep  record  of  deaths  of 
members. 

7.  Keep  record  of  marriages 
of  members* 

3.  Keep  record  of  attendance 
of  morning  and  evening  preaching 
services. 

9.  Keep  record  of  church  busi¬ 
ness  meeting . 

10.  Keep  record  of  men  licensed 
and  ordained  as  ministers. 

11.  Keep  record  of  all  church 
officers  elected. 

12.  Keep  record  of  men  or¬ 
dained  as  deacons. 

13.  Prepare  church  letter  for 
annual  associational  meeting. 

14.  Keep  church  historical  ma¬ 
terial.  (Write  the  minutes  of 
each  business  meeting  in  neat, 
legible  fashion.) 

Of  course,  all  these  duties  are 
not  performed  by  all  clerks.  The 
matter  of  keeping  the  record  of 
the  church  business  meetings  is 


number  1  on  the  list. 

One  clerk  said  that  church 
clerks  were  a  “bureau  of  informa¬ 
tion"  on  church  activities  and  per¬ 
sonnel.  Some  clerks  have  to  order 
Training  Union  and  Sunday  School 
literature.  Others  arc  responsible 
for  keeping  the  church  mailing  list 
up  to  date  for  the  state  Baptist 

paper.  . 

In  the  larger  churches  today, 
the  employed  church  secretary  re¬ 
lieves  the  clerk  of  many  of  the 
duties  mentioned  above.  Never¬ 
theless,  the  work  of  the  church 
clerks  takes  time  and  they  should 

be  appreciated.  , 

Porter  Routh  says,  “There  are 
no  ‘big’  churches  among  Southern 
Baptists.  Some  have  more  mem¬ 
bers  than  others,  but  they  all  wor¬ 
ship  the  same  Lord  and  they  all 
have  the  world  to  win.  Encourage 
your  church  clerk.  Give  him  a 
pat  on  the  back.  He  is  doing  a 
good  job." 
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Faithful  Stewards 

A  bank  teller  recently  told  a 
pastor  that  the  deposits  of  his 
church  were  among  the  most 
carefully  prepared  that  he  had  to 
handle.  That  was  a  word  of  praise 
for  the  church  treasurer. 

The  church  treasurer  is  an  im¬ 
portant  officer  of  the  church  and 
usually  is  a  very  efficient  one. 
An  amiable,  aggressive,  courteous 
treasurer  can  do  much  to  inspire 
generosity  and  confidence. 

They  deserve  much  praise  for 
their  sacrificial  work.  It  takes 
much  time  and  a  lot  of  sacrifice 
to  correctly  keep  the  necessary 
records  that  the  treasurer’s  office 


requires.  Our  lulls  are  off  to  the 
hard  working  treasurers. 

The  qualifications  for  a  church 
treasurer  include  his  being  a  con¬ 
secrated  Christian,  an  active  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  church,  and  a  sympa¬ 
thetic  friend  of  the  denomination. 
Of  course,  he  should  be  a  person 
of  unquestioned  loyalty  and  in¬ 
tegrity.  Neat  penmanship  will  add 
to  his  efficiency.  The  treasurer, 
may.  of  course,  be  either  a  man 
or  a  woman. 

The  treasurer  is  elected  by  the 
church  as  are  other  church  of-^ 
ficers.  He  will  become  more  ef¬ 
ficient  if  he  serves  more  than  a 
year.  Election  of  an  assistant 
treasurer  is  wise. 

The  duties  of  the  treasurer  are: 

1.  Making  written  reports 
monthly  at  church  conference  and 
giving  a  report  of  the  totals  at  the 
end  of  the  church  year. 

2.  Seeing  that  the  offering 
money  is  always  counted. 

3.  Providing  for  an  audit  of  the 
books  at  least  yearly  for  his  own 
protection. 

4.  Sending  individual  statements 
monthly  if  possible  to  church 
members,  as  they  need  the  state¬ 
ments  for  their  income  tax  re¬ 
ports. 

5.  Seeing  that  the  correct 
amount  of  money  ia  sent  to  des¬ 
ignated  causes  of  the  denomina¬ 
tion  -associational,  district,  and 
world-wide. 

6.  Keeping  adequate  financial 
records. 

7.  Serving  as  a  member  of  the 
finance  committee  and  giving  as¬ 
sistance  to  the  budget  committee 
and  to  the  budget  control  com¬ 
mittee.  ' 

8.  Remembering  that  be  is  a

steward  of  the  church  funds  and 
as  a  steward  he  should  "be  found 
faithful.” 

The  church  treasurer  is  the 
first  to  realize  when  |>eople  are 
not  giving  enough  or  to  rejoice 
when  the  church  members  are 
practicing  the  principles  of  Chris¬ 
tian  stewardship.  As  a  custodian 
of  the  lord’s  money,  he  lias  many 
o|iportunities  for  service  ami  will 
be  able  tp  many  ways  to  tiro- 
mole  his  church.'  his  denomina¬ 
tion.  and  I  lie  Lord’s  w  ork  to  the 
end  of  tlic  world.

THE  CHRISTIAN'S 
USE  OF  POSSESSIONS 
Bible  Texts:  Luke  12:16-23;  1 
Timothy  S:l-29. 

I.  THE  SOURCE  OF 
ALL  CONTENTMENT 
We  shall,  with  very  little  con¬ 
tention  agree  that  the  content¬ 
ment  which  springs  from  godliness 
takes  rank  among  the  greatest 
blessings  the  life  on  earth  can 
give.  There  may  be  such  a  thing 
as  contentment  which  springs 
from  an  unworthy  source,  but 
there  la  little  evidence  that  such 
contentment  will  endure  or  ever 
satisfy  ior  long.  This  variety  c I 
contentment,  the  contentment 
which  endures  under  any  and  ev¬ 
ery  sort  of  circumstances,  that 
persists  in  every  condition,  “in 
sickness,  in  health.  In  poverty’! 
vale,  or  abounding  in  wealth",  la 
the  contentment  which  grows  out 
of  godliness.  This  God  bom  con¬ 
tentment  is  great  gain. 

But  it  la  in  the  matter  of  gain, 
the  nature  of  real  gain,  or  the 
content  of  it,  the  means  by  which 
to  come  by  it,  and  the  p-oper  uses 
of  it  that  men  go  astray  in  their 
thinking,  planning,  and  perform- 
and  In  pursuit  of  it.  There  were 
in  Timothy’s  day,  there  are  in  our 
day,  men  and  women  who  think  it 
quite  legitimate  to  ua«  any  posi¬ 
tion  in  a  church  or  .n7  position 
to  which  religious  practices  maj_ 
elevate  them,  to  secure  gain  of 
any  sort— monetary,  social.  or 
political. 

Pawl  opposed  this  idea  and 
warned  his  protoeo  to  be  on 
guard  against  the  men  who  en¬ 
gaged  In  all  sorts  of  such  con¬ 
duct  as  only  seemed  to  be  Chris¬ 
tian.  they,  "Supposing  that  god- 
linest  is  a  way  of  gain".  Tha  real, 
the  enchiring,  the  untarnished 
gain  pel  luted  by  no  memory  of 
ravished  right,  of  violated  hones¬ 
ty.  ef  prostituted  iunrice,  is  the 
gain  which  flowers  and  fruits  In 
tha  white  sunlight  ef  the  godli¬ 
ness  in  which  contentment  makes 
the  whole  heart  glad.

How  often  as  a  country  boy  did 
I  hear  some  foolish  man  or  wo¬ 
man  aay,  "Every  boy  who  would 
amount  to  anything  must  sow  his  I 
wild  oats  ”  In  the  days  when  the 
banded  might  of  the  hordes  of  hell 
ere  lesding  deluded  hosts  of  fool¬ 
ish  men  and  women  In  this  coun¬ 
try  to  repeal  the  prohibition  law, 
the  old  like  had  its  day  in  court:
